the lesson of international coopera- 
tion in the last war. But the smoke 
of gun-powder had scarcely disap- 
peared before the second world 
war was on Ita way. Man learns 
slowly and by hard experience. He 
first discovered that family soli- 
darity was essential to survival, 
then that tribal cooperation was 
necessary for 
safety. 
Finally he 


progressed to the point where he 


nation must atand together for 
mutual protection and progress. 


But It'a taking a lot to drlvo 


home the truth that tho time when 
famlllea or tribes or nations could 
Isolate themaelves Is past, and that 
peaco and security and progress aro 
dependent on International collabor- 
tlon. 


The world IB full of trouble-spots, 


but the most sorious from tho In- 
ternational viewpoint is the lack of 
solidarity among the Big Three. 
It Isn't that there aro differences 
of viewpoint, for those aro to be 
expected among tho best of friends, 
but those differences rae due In 
considerable degree to distrust —to 
suspicions. 
Those suspicions arc, 


in tho main and perhaps altogothor, 
due to Inability to Interpret the 
meaning of various developments. 
Perhaps those developments don't 
signal any ulterior motive at all, 
but they look bad. 


The Big Three—gendarmes of the 


whole world—fully 
recognize the 


necessity of their unity and each 
has within the past few days said 
as much In declarations advocating 
collaboration. This means that tho 
problems abong theae great allies 


recognized that the people of a are susceptible of solution.
